More important to the scientific 
world was the fact that hydrogen 
enters into most of the compounds 
that man uses. Heavy hydrogen 
makes a different substance out of 
every: compound where it is substi- 
tuted ‘for ordinary hydrogen. 

Dr. Urey’s discovery gives scien- 
tists a tool for experimenting with 
the structure of matter such as 
they never had before. 

The Nobel prize committee at 
Stockholm decided to withhold the 
1933 chemistry prize till another 
year. The physics award likewise 
was reserved until 1935. 

Urey will receive a cash prize of 
approximately $40,000. The formal 
ceremony of presentation will be 
held: Dec. 12. He is a. native of 
Walkerton, Ind. He was born April 
29, 1893, and graduated from the 
University of Montana in 1917, and 
taught for several years in rural 
schools.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Strong 
criticism of NRA and the AAA 
was contained today in a report by 
the National Planning Board ap- 
pointed by Fresident Roosevelt. 
The criticism was made in a sep- 
arate report prepared at the re- 


tae | quest of the Board and presented 


as “supporting data. ” The Board 
said it assumed “no repsonsibility 
for the views and opinions” of the 
authors, Lewis L. —_—eo and A. 
F. Hinrich. 

“Extreme danger” was seen 
the Administration’s “basing” its 
agricultural program on “curtail- 
ment of output.” The report also 
said “the total wage structure of 
j the coyntry remains in the same 
chaotic condition as it had been 
before the NRA came into exist- 
ence.” 

The report was transmitted to 
Secretary Ickes Aug. 1, but was 
not made public until today. Fred- 
eric A. Delano, chairman of the 
Board, is an uncle of ‘the Presi- 
dent. 


“in 


Some Benefits Noted. 

Reviewing the record of the 
NRA, the report found the recov- 
ery organization had brought some 
benefits, blut had at the same time 
in some cases increased industrial 
difficulties. 

“One of the basic problems of the 
NRA,” the report said, “is that of 
wages as a factor in fair competi- 
tion. ,But the NRA has made little 
progress so far in settling the dif- 
ficult problems of wage differen- 
tials between industrices and sec- 
tions, ° * ® 

“As regards long range objec- 
tives, it is difficult to find any 
semblance of planning in the NRA. 
In fact, NRA has set up new dif- 
ficulties in the path of industrial 
planning. To begin with, the proc- 
ess of code-making for the purpose 
of recovery was so directed as to 
impede rather than advance the 
planful reconstruction of industry. 

“The codes were set up ‘hastily 
on the assumption that a bad code 
was better than none at all. 

“There was thus much_ guess 
work and a lot of bargaining in 
their making. As a result, the 
NRA has brought about a rift in 
the inter-relations of industries. 
Each industry is supposed to con- 
trive a solution of its own prob- 
lems and the 475 codes in existence 
are a complex and: confusing sys- 
tem.” 3 

“The emergency agricultural re- 
covery program has been serious- 
ly affected by the drouth of 1934,” 
the report said. “What has been 
brought home to us is the extreme 
danger of basinga program on cur- 
tailment of output. 

“The line” between plenty and 
scarcity is too thin, and in any 
case in regard to most agricul- 
tural products the American peo- 
ple are still below an adequate diet 
level. 

“It is also obvious that before 
long an attempt to carry out the 
present short-run program will cre- 
ate large problems. For instance, 
the program of eliminating acreage 
from production means a displace- 
ment of farmers from their pres- 
ent occupations, and the question 
of the capacity of industry to ab- 
sorb such farmers is inevitably 
raised. 

Forward-Looking Department. - 

“The Department of, Agriculture 
is awafe of these complications. It 
is in fact the most forward-look- 
ing agency in the Federal Govern- 
ment today, insofar as, planning its 
program is concerned. 

“Nevertheless, one must point out 
some of the limitations under which 
long range planning is studied in 
the department. Little considera- 
tion is given to the questions of the 
best' forms of farm ownership, of 
the relations of different groups in 
agriculture such as tenants, labor- 
ers, small owners and _ corporate 
bodies, and to the effects of social 
institutions on agricultural plan- 
ning. 

“Neither is the department giving 
full recognition to the question 
whether it is economical to put 
men back on the land on small 
holdings in order to give them sub- 
sistence employment, and whether 
a decent standard of living can be 
achieved on such a basis, or wheth- 
er subsistence farms are going to 
become the dumping ground of the

The survey, conducted by the As- 
sociated Press, shows 159 represen- 
tatives in favor of the bonus and 
47 against. Of the remaining mem- 
bers, all non-committal or unavaila- 
ble, 98 voted for the bonus last 
session, 60 opposed it and 48 did 
not vote. 

The Senate lineup divides ciaialie 
with 24 for the bonus and 24 
against. The balance of power rests 
‘with the remainder, all either non- 
committal or unavailable. There 
was no clear cut vote in the Sen- 
ate last session on which to base 
a further tally. 

Speculation on how the doubtful 
Senators will vote is inconclusive. 
Many of them are pledged to sup 
port the administration and might 
be expected to follow President 
Roosevelt. Some have voted for 
cash payment in the past. 

Situation in the House. 

While the check in the House !n- 
dicates a division similar to the 
overwhelming vote of 295 to 125 for 
the bonus in the last session, two 
conflicting factors may cause 
changes. 

Since then President Roosevelt's 
administration has gathered new 
strength at the polls, despite his 
strong hint of a bonus veto. Coun- 
tering this, the American Legion 
has come out for cash payment for 
the first time. 

Some observers believe that fac- 
tors which may settle the issue in 
Congress are: Whether the Presi- 
dent sets his face against all bonus 
proposals or offers to compromise; 
and the force of the drive conduct- 
ed by the Legion and other service 
organizations. 

Compromise Proposals. 

Several suggestions along  the~ 
eompromise line were made by . 
members of Congress in the sur- 
vey. 

The most frequently 
was cancelation of interest on the 
adjusted service certificates, “with 
many who oppose cash payment of 
the full face value offering to sup- 
port such a move. The certificates 
mature in 11 years. 

Another suggestion made several 
times, usually by those opposing 
immediate cash payment in full, 
was for cashing the certificates of 
those veterans in need or on relief 
rolls. 

For instance, Representative

Position of the Legion.

—rather than in cash, 

Young Insull return to the 
stand at the opening of today’s ses- 
sion for a brief cross examination.

Their bodies were badly burned.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16. — Busi- 
ness men were urged today by the 
board of directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States 
to reject “the idea that the Gov- 
ernment should continue on the 
present level, or even lower level, of 
expenditures, in order to increase 
purchasing power or to create busi- 
ness.” 

“In urging that definite plans be 
made to keep any deficit next year 
to an irreduceable minimum, we op- 
pose any policy of Government 
spending for spending’s sake,” said 
a report from the Federal Finance 
Committee approved by the direc- 
tors. 

“Nevertheless, if a tolerable defi- 
cit of limited amount or an abso- 
lute balancing of the budget is im- 
possible through a restriction of ex- 
penditures, some forms of taxes 
that will in fact add to revenues 
without real impediment to recov- 
ery might well be sought out. We 
doubt if they can be found. 

“Sustaining confidence in Govern- 
ment credit is not a matter of words 
but of definite, measurable actions. 

“An immediate program to de- 
crease expenditures and to shape a 
positive and early approach to a 
balanced budget is indispensable to 
real recovery and, as we have 
earlier stated, should be placed by 
the administration and by the Con- 
gress at the head of public ques- 
tions. 

“Assuming a deficit is inescap- 
able, it would appear that, if its 
amount were limited to a portion 
of the expenditures occasioned by 
direct relief grants, it would not 
create the uneasiness that would 
result from. new large appropria- 
tions for public works and for other 
emergency activities that do not 
provide repayments.”

BOARD APPROVES CUT-DFF 
AT THIRTEENTH AND O’FALLON 


Diagonal Project to Reduce Traffic 
Congestion Will Be Started in 
Few Days. 

Plans for the construction of a 
diagonal cut-off at Thirteenth and 
O’Fallon streets to reduce traffic 
congestion were approved by the 
Board of Public Service today on 
recommendation of Director of 
Streets and Sewers McDevitt.

ORIGINAL OF “ALICE 


Mrs. Hargreaves, 82, Succumbs 
at Her Home in Westerham, 
England. 


By the Associated, Press. 

WESTERHAM, England, Nov. 16, 
—Mrs. Alice Hargreaves, the origi- 
nal of “Alice in Wonderland,” who 
Lewis Carroll’s imagination sent 
adventuring after the White Rabbit 
into a fantastic world of nonsense, 
died today at the age of 82 years, 

Mrs. Hargreaves, who had lived 
in retirement for many years, 
emerged from her quiet home in 
1932, long enough to journey to New 
York and discover a new wonder- 
land of skyscrapers while she took 
part in the Carroll Centenary cele 
bration at Columbia University. 

Because of Mrs. Hargreaves, vir- 
tually all children are familiar with 
the Mad Hatter, the March Hare, 
the Mock Turtle, and the Cheshire 
Cat whose big grin lingered after 
he was gone, for the little old lady 
not only inspired the tale, but, 
through her insistence, caused it 
to be written down. 

Alice Pleasance Liddell was born 
Nay 4, 1852, in Westminster. She 
was 10 years old when, her father 
having become the dean of Christ 
College of Oxford University, she 
and her two sisters came to know 
the lean, pedantic Don, the Rev. 
Charles: Lutwidge Dodgson, His 
scholars knew him as a dry-as-dust 
mathematician, but the little Liddell 
girls, whom he called “The Cruel 
Three,” made him their playfellow, 

It was July 4, 1862, that he took 
the three on an expedition up the 
Thames and told the fairy tale 
which Alice made him write down, 
He published it under the pseu- 
donym “Lewis Carroll” and sent 
countless children—and adults, too 
—down the rabbit hole into a classie 
world of make-believe.

Report Declares This 
Amount for Each Family 
Is Necessary to Decent 
Standard of Living.

mum buying power of $4700 an- 
nually for each of the 27,000/000 
American families was declared to 
day by the National Survey of Po- 


tential Production Capacity to be 
mecessary to maintain a decent 
standard of living. 

Such a standard could be main- 
tained, the survey found, without 
capacity production by the indus- 
tries of the country. 

The survey was instituted last 
March as a CWA project, was 
shifted to FERA and ended u::der 
the sponsorship of Langdon W. 
Post, New York Tenement House 
Commissioner, and Jacob Baker, 
assistant to Harry L. Hopkins, Fed- 
eral Relief Administrator. Work 
was carried on under direction of 
Harold Loeb. 

As an indication of the trend of 
production, it is stated that in 1929, 
$26,919,000,000 in food was. pro- 
duced, an amount too small when 
it was considered that 59 per cent 
of the families were earning less 
than $2000 a year and were living 
on an insufficient diet. 

Inadequate Housing. 

The survey found the greatest 
advance in production to be neces- 
sary in hoysing and that less than 
60 per cent of the people were able 
to afford proper housing. An an- 
nual average of 434,964 building 
units of five to six rooms each 
were found to have been construet- 
ed from 1920 to 1930, and the survey 
budget called for construction of 
1,550,000 annually. 

“And even at that rate, it would 
require 10 years to provide Amer- 
ican people with decent living con- 
ditions,” it was stated. 

The survey board offered no plan 
for abolition of poverty, but it was 
indicated the only solution avail- 
able was to start production, hire 
new labor and insure workers a

PERSIAN ADVENTURES 


Polando Given Lift on Bike (to 
Jail) ; Wright Later Runs Into 
a Friend of Al Capone. 


(Copyright, 1934, by the Associated Press.) 


ORLY, France, Nov. 16.—John 
Wright, on landing at Orly yester- 
day, told how John Polando, his co- 
pilot in the London-Melbourne air 
derby got into jail at Mahammara, 
Persia. 

Persian gendarmes offered to let 
Polando ride atop the handlebars 


on one of their bicycles after the 
Americans’ little plane was forced 
down in Persia, Wright said. They 
pedalled the aviator right into pris- 
on, where he stayed 24 hours while 
the Americans’ hopes of winning 
prize money in the derby’s handi- 
cap division slowly dwindled. 

Wright was flying back to Lon- 
don when fog caused him to land 
here yesterday. 

“We landed in waste land three 
miles from Mahammara when the 
ship’s motor went dead,” Wright 
said of the Persian incident. “Po- 
lando started to walk toward the 
town. He met the gendarmes. 

“Meanwhile, I wrapped a hand- 
kerchief around an overheated pipe 
(that caused the forced landing) 
and flew to Mahammara without 
knowing of Polando’s lift. 

Shouts From Jail Balcony. 

“The American Consul, Cum- 
mings, met me at the airport, and 
took me to his residence. Shortly 
afterward the Persian police came 
and asked the Consul to hand me 
over, but he refused. 

“Polando meantime was lodged on 
the second floor of the jail. He 
went to the balcony and started 
shouting for help. The police threat- 
ened to put him in solitary confine- 
ment for this gesture.” 

The Consul telegraphed to Tehe- 
ran in an effort to extricate the 
Americans from their predicament, 
Wright said, but a day passed be- 
fore the authorities would let them 
take off. 

They decided to abandon the race 
at Calcutta, but Polando, Wright 
related, did not relish the idea of 
returning over Persia, so he decided 
to go home by boat. 

“His hunch was right,” the avia- 
tor asserted, “for I had to land 
again at Mahammara and spend the 
night. I had no difficulty this time, 
except someone put rocks on the 
runway and the plane bounced like 
a kite when I took off.”

REPORT ON POISON SPIDERS 


Illinois Entomologist Says “Black 
Widows” Seem Unusually 
Numerous. 

The Jersey County § (Illinois) 
Farm Bureau has received a report 
from the State Natural History 
Survey at Urbana relative to speci- 
mens of the Black Widow spiders 
sent to W. F. Flint, chief ento- 

mologist. 

“This spider,’ stated Flint, “as 
you probably know, is fairly com- 
mon every year throughout the 
southern half of the State. For 
some reason, it is apparently a .-t- 
tle more abundant than usual this 
year. Perhaps it is not really any 
more abundant but notice has been 
called to it several times through 
articles in the press. It is the one 
spider that we have which is fair- 
ly poisonous, It is rather difficult 
to make it bite, and the bite is by 
no means always fatal, although it 
may be in a few cases where the 
person who is bitten is for soi : 
reason particularly susceptible to 
the poison. One probably could 
find several dozen spiders of this 
species in searching over a section 
'of°any town in the southern half 
of the State of Illinois.”

Leartic Berryhill, Negro, 
Sentenced for Shooting 
Milton Fritchle, Jeweler, 
to Death July 7. 


Leatric Berryhill, 32 years old, a 
Negro, who shot and killed Milton 
Fritschle : holdup at the 
Fritschle jewelry store, 2716, Mar- 


plea of guilty yesterday and was 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

The plea was accepted by Circuit 
of Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Thomas C. Hennings. 

Judge Baron, after passing sen- 
tence, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that Hennings informed him 
there was doubt that identification 
of the Negro would have been posi- 
tive enough to obtain the death 
penalty form a jury. The Circuit 
Attorney’s office, theerfore, agreed 
with the defendant’s lawyer, John 
Holmes, to recommend life impris- 
onment, Judge Brown stated. 

Robert P. Fritschle, 64-year-old 
father of the slain man, who was 
slightly wounded in the fight with 
the robber, expressed disappoint- 
ment when informed by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that Berry- 
hill had been given a life sentence. 

“It’s funny they never consulted 
me about this,” Fritschle said. “I 
wahted to give that murderer the 
rope and on my testimony I think 
that is what he would have re- 
ceived from a jury.” 

Asked if his identification of the 
robber would have been positive, 
Fritschle replied vehemently: “Why 
certainly, I would never forget that 
man Fritschle added that there 
were other identifying witnesses, 
Negroes living in the neighborhood, 
who saw the robber run from the 
store, and a Negro from whom Ber- 
ryhill bought a shirt to replace the 
torn blood-stained garment he wore. | 

Milton Feritschle, before he died, 
also identified Berryhill, but the 
Circuit Attorney's office believed, 
according to Judge Baron, that the

Fritschle, 38 years old, was shot | 
in the abdomen when he grappled |

When arrested near the scene of

Sale of Property at Twentieth and 
St. Louis Avenue Is Set 
for Dec. 6. 

The Polish Falcons Gymnastic 
Home, 2013 St. Louis avenue, will 
be offered for sale Dec. 6 under 
a mortgage foreclosure by Adam 
Hartwig, trustee for the holder of 
notes under a deed of trust dated 
Nov. 2, 1931., Principal notes due 
last year and this year have been 
defaulted, according to the adver- 
tisement of the sale.

DONNELLY CO. RETAINS 
NRA CODE EXEMPTIONS 


Review Board Confirms Con- 
cessions to Kansas City 
Dress Firm. / 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
201-205 Kellogg Building. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16. — The 
NRA Review Board has given for- 
mal confirmation to the code ex- 
emptions which were granted a 
month ago to the Donnelly Garment 
Co. of Kansas City. These exemp- 
tions, concerning wage rates paid 
under the cotton garment and the 
dress codes, have been in effect 
since Oct. 17. Early last spring the 
Donnelly Co., which is owned and 
operated by the former Mrs. Nell 
Q. Donnelly, now the wife of for- 
mer Senator James A. Reed of 
Missouri, sought to have employes 
classified under the cotton gar- 
ment rather than the dress codes. 
The latter prescribes higher wages 
than the former. In March  ex- 
emptions were granted. 

These expired this fall and appli- 
cation for extension of the exemp- 
tions was made by the company to 
NRA and finally to Gen. Hugh S. 
Johnson who was then still NRA 
Administrator. 

One of Johnson’s last official 
acts was to order Prentiss Coonley, 
divisional administrator having im- 
mediate charge of the two: codes 
involved, to grant the exemptions 
which the Donnelly firm sought, in 
effect continuing those which had 
been previously obtained. 

The exemption granted to the 
Donnelly company was based’ on a 
weighted average of the wages pre- 
vailing in both codes, according to 
NRA officials. This average was 
arrived at after an investigation by 
NRA experts, of the Donnelly plant. 
The wage rate under the dress code 
for the area in which Kansas City 
is located is 63 cents an hour for 
a week of 35 hours. The wage rate 
in New York is 90 cents an hour 
for a 35-hour week. The minimum 
wage rate for operators under the 
cotton garment code has been $13 
a week for a week of 40 hours, but 
this was amended by executive or- 
der, effective in December, which 
reduced hours to 36 with the same 
rate of pay. 

Certain labor leaders have main- 
tained that the exemptions granted 
to the Donnelly company would 
| serve to increase the wage differen-

| York. NRA officials have said that

WALLACE URGES AID 
FOR IMPORT TRADE 


Tells Business Men That Is 
Way to Stimulate Ex- 
port Market. 


v 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—Business and 


agriculture are urged by Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace to form a 
common front in the campaign to 
revive foreign purchasing power. 

He told commercial and indus- 
trial leaders at a Union League 
Club luncheon yesterday that the 
nation still faced “a mighty tough 
proposition,” but outlined a broad 
plan for recapturing overseas mar- 
kets. 

“If you are in earnest about re- 
gaining world trade,” he said, a | 
suggest that you make common 
cause with agriculture and station 
several men at every tariff hearing 
in Washington to state forcibly 
their interest in having an increase 
in imports. To win back these mar- 
kets we must have an increase in 
the physical volume of goods com- 
ing into this country. 

“T think it will be discovered that 
it will be wise to continue to con- 
trol production and retain process- 
ing taxes and to work for an in- 
crease in foreign purchasing power, 
based firmly on increased imports.” 

To Continue AAA Program. 
Wallace said he _ anticipated 
movements to lift crop restrictions 
and to supplant the processing levy 
with a sales tax, but declared the 
AAA programs would “go forward 
until the emergency is ended.” 
“We are proceeding under the re- 
ciprocal tariff act of 1934, whereby 
we can cut tariffs in half in a bar- 
gain to bring more goods into this 
country and sell more abroad,” he 
said. “I have been told this pro- 
cedure has already had a good ef- 
fect on international psychology and 
may be the precursor of better 
things.” 

Wallace reminded his audience 
that 40,000,000 acres were kept out 
of production last year, but said he 
did not expect, in the next two or 
three years, restoration of exports 
of more than 5,000,000 acres of farm 
products. Nevertheless he saw the 
possibility of the nation “taking a 
joy ride ih a year or so.’ 
“Attempts to modify the adjust- 
ment act will be made next winter,” 
Wallace said. “Certain groups in- 
terested mainly in volume—rail- 
roads, shippers, commission men 
and processors—would like to see 
the change made so all production 
control could be lifted. It has also 
been suggested that processing 
taxes be eliminated and a tax 
levied on manufactured products, 
with the funds prorated among 
farmers.” 

But with restrictions lifted and 
weather normal, he said, volume 
would “jump with a vengeance.” 

Limitations on Big Surplus. 

A shift from a processing to a 
sales tax to provide agriculture 
with $500,000,000 a year, he_ said, 
would bring up the problem of how 
the sum should be divided. Efforts 
of various blocs to get a favorable 
share, he added, would raise polit- 
ical difficulties. 

Abandonment of limitations on 
wheat raising would bring the Unit- 
ed States into the world wheat mar- 
ket with 100,000,000 bushels of the 


yerain next year, Wallace said, and 


200,000,000 bushels in 1936. 

“No European countries are will- 
ing to take that much wheat,” he 
added. “If we came back into the 
world wheat market with 200,000,000 
bushels, grave political situations 
would be precipitated on wheat 
countries.” 

But the United States would glad- 
ly supply the world if the purchas- 
ing nations had sufficient exchange. 
“I would not attempt to sell Chi- 
cago wheat men on the ever-normal 
granary plan,” the Secretary said, 
“but I will work for that plan this 
winter.” 

He concluded by asking the busi- 
ness leaders to “‘convert their abili- 
ties to solving our problems, not 
from the standpoint of next winter, 
but from the standpoint of the next 
15 years.” |

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SIZES UP DROUTH LOSS 


Worst in Its History; Seedlings 
of This Year Killed at 
Gray Summit. 


— 


The drouth and heat of last sum- 
mer may not have been the worst 
in history, says the November bul- 
letin of the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
den, but it was the worst in the ex- 
perience of the garden. For many 
of the plants grown at the garden 
and at the Arboretum at Gray Sum- 
mit, the intense heat was quite as 
detrimental as the lack of rain. 
Even in places where water could 
be applied, the damage was consid- 
erable due to continued high tem- 
perature. 

While it is too soon to determine 
the ultimate damage, the bulletin 
Says, almost all the nursery seed- 
lings of present year*planting at the 
Arboretum, were .killed. By shad- 
ing and watering, most of the older 
seedlings were carried through the 
dry season without apparent in- 
jury. 

Of the confer-beafring evergreens 


| planted in the open, varieties of 


spruce, hemlock and arborvitaes, 
were killed or badly burned. Among 
the pines, the white pine, was the 
only one to suffer serious injury. 
A variety of Chinese juniper and 
Virginiana juniper also were killed. 

Of the broad-leaf evergreens, 
azaleas and rhododendrons _ suf- 
fered severely, and many were 
killed, but not those that could be 
watered. 

The actual loss among the de- 
ciduous trees and shrubs was com- 
paratively small, as far as can be 
detected. However, magnolias and 
types of dogwoods and lilacs were 
severely burned. 

Until this year the various 
Asiatic species of trees introduced 
into American gardens appeared to 
answer the question regarding a 
tree suitable for dry situations, the 
bulletin states. However, during 
July, they completely collapsed, 
along with some of the native spe- 
cies. 

Of the native trees, the bald 
cypress seemed most adaptable, not 
losing a single leaflet. Next came 
the sassafras, then the oaks and 
hickories. 

The hard maples were not so 
seriously injured as the black lo- 
cust,. linden, or sweet gun, all of 
which shed many, and in some 
cases as much as 50 per cent, of 
their leaves. 

Soft Maple Greatly Injured. 

The ash and cottonwood and elm 
were seriously injured, but not 
nearly so much as the soft maple 
which has further proved its un- 
suitableness as a lawn tree. 

Of the Asiatic species, only the 
Ginkgo and the Sophora showed 
little or no injury. The others col- 
lapsed, the Ailanthus leading the 
list, 

Ground borings taken over a pe- 
riod “of several weeks showed that 
wilting usually occurred when there 
was less than 50 per cent of mois- 
ture. Interior tree temperatures 
taken showed that a tree might 
have a temperature of 86 degrees 
for a short time without wilting. 
The highest tree temperature re- 
corded was for a large soft maple, 
105.8 degrees. The highest for a 
small tree was 115.7 degrees. 

Red Spider Is Menace. 

Shallow-rooted annuals and per- 
ennials that had been frequently 
watered produced a normal growth, 
but those that did not get sufficient 
water were damaged. Most of the 
annual-flowering plants, however, 
were ‘unaffected by the summer. 

After a dry and hot spring, the 
red spider proves to be one of the 
most serious pests. It can defoliate 
roses and other plants in a few 
days, but precautionary measures 
were taken at the Garden. 

Little apparent damage was done 
to the majority of orchids and other 
tropical plants in greenhouses 
which were constantly watered.

The student, rather than the pro- 
fessor, should do the quizzing. 
Moreover the size of the present 
classes makes it impossible for a 
student to be called on more than 
once. Likewise, the lecture system 
is poor in assuming that knowl- 
edge, acquired by one man in a 
lifetime, can be spoonfed fo an- 
other man in several months,”

. Background of the Plebiscite. 

The Nazis’ “German Front” of the 
National Socialists and Catholic 
Center parties have, they allege, 
480,000 members, 90 per cent of 
whom may vote, enough to carry 
the day and end the “foreign gov- 
ernment” which has ruled the Saar 
since the war. 

The Versailles treaty gave 20 
mines to France as payment for 
damages invading German armies 
did to the French mines. Premier 
Clemenceau wanted the _ territory 
annexed to France permanently. 
Woodrow Wilson threatened to walk 
out and return to the United States 
when the “Tiger” insisted. David 
Lloyd George suggested a compro- 
mise, and a strip of land was given, 
to the French to exploit for 15 
years, under the government of the 
League of Nations. ‘i 

The plebiscite was foreseen in the 
compromise which Wilson accepted, 
as a means of permitting the in- 
habitants to decide the matter for 
themselves. It will be the first 
Geneva-directed plebiscite. 

League Police in Saar. 

Capt. Arthur C. Hemsley, 42-year- 
old Englishman, is the commander- 
in-chief of the League’s first inter- 
national army. The army will po- 
lice the territory until after the 
vote. He directs the military arm 
of the League’s Saar governing 
commission. The president of the 
governing commission, G. G. Knox, 
English diplomat, is virtually the 
territory’s prime minister. In ad- 
dition to the League army, which 
is being reoruited gradually for 
duty during the plebiscite, Capt. 
Hemsley has 1400 men in his police 
and landjaeger forces. He wants 
no violence Jan. 13. 

Before Capt. Hemsley’s arrival, 
anti-Nazis protested that all the 
policemen were Nazis and that op- 
ponents of the return of the Saar 
to Germany had no protection. The 
governing commission, worried at 
rumors of a possible Nazi putsch, 
prevailed upon Knox to send for 
Hemsley. 

Members of the German front at- 
tacked Hemsley vehemently, and he 
turned them off with abundant 
good humor.

Commissioners Say Practice “May

place within the State; a study 
for an equitable tax on users of 
Diesel fuels in motor transport.

CANADIAN WHEAT. FOR FEED 


600,000 Bushels of Low Grade Grain 
| to Be Imported.

WINNIPEG, Nov. 16.—Sale of 
600,000 bushels of low-grade Canadi- 
an wheat for animal feed in the 
United States was confirmed by 
Winnipeg grain exporters last 
night, marking a new development 
in disposal of Western Canada’ 
surplus grain supplies. 

The total shipment was estimated 
to be worth $390,000, the farmers 
receiving about $250,000 when al- 
lowance for freight rates, commis- 
sions, etc., are made. Previously, 
amber durum wheat had been pur- 
chased by United States interests 
for macaroni purposes as well as a 
limited amount of hard red spring 
wheat for bread making. The total 
exported to the United States since 
Aug. 1, beginning of the new crop 
year, was estimated at 10,000,000 
bushels.

Insull Jury’s Life Like 
That in Boarding School 


Members Receive.Boxes of Candy and Apples 
From Home—One Mails Chicken 
Bones to Dog.

CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—It’s the sev- 
enth week now since the Insull mail 
fraud jury left home, for a life com- 
bining features of war service, pris- 
on and a very strict boarding 
school. 

They are thriving on their shel- 
tered life, however, according to 
guards who watch over them, and 
seem to like their work. For $3 a 
day, and their meals, the jurors are 
trying a case’ involving 17 men from 
Chicago’s financial blue book, head- 
ed by Samuel Insull Sr., charged 
with a $100,000,000 fraud. 

Deputy United States Marshals 
who accompany the jury wherever 
it goes, which isn’t far, call it the 
busiest one in their professional 
recollection. Back in their hotel, 
after another day of testimony 
about high finance in utility cir- 
cles, the jurors needed every minute 
until bedtime to catch up with their 
own affairs. 

Manages Church Chorus by Mail. 

They keep in touch with  busi- 
nesses they left on Oct. 2, and even 
take a hand in civic and church 
affairs. Several are energetic 
church workers, and one of them 
manages a Northern Illinois church 
chorus by mail. It was ready to 
begin fall concerts when duty called 
its manager. | 

He has a piano in his hotel room, 
the only musical instrument in the 
jury quarters. Another has rented 
a typewriter to keep up with his 
correspondence, A third comes 
“home,” after a day of hearing 


about stock issues, and settles down 
to decide what to do about his own 
rather extensive investments. 

He may write his broker, of 
course, if he submits the letter to 
the guards. The jurors are allowed 
to discuss anything in their letters 
except the Insull trial. 

- No Insull Jokes Allowed. 

Twice the jurors have taken a 
night out, marching to a nearby 
theater to see vaudeville or a movie. 
Their guards preview everything, of 
course, to see that there is no men- 
tion of finance and particularly to 
make sure that there are no jokes 
based on the collapse of the Insull 
utility empire. 

Twice a day the jurors, now drill- 
ing very smoothly, fall in by twos 
and take a walk. The Federal 
court-house, where they work, is in 
the heart of Chicago’s loop district; 
their hotel is just across the street. 
They march, under guard, over to 
the lake front and back, just after 
breakfast and after dinner. 

Those from smal] towns in North- 
ern Illinois may see their home- 
town papers, and sometimes the 
sport section of Chicago papers is 
permitted. In the way of books, 
they are allowed to read fiction not 
based on finance and biography if 
it isn’t recent. 

Like boarding-schoo students, 
they receive boxes from home— 
candy, apples and cake—after the 
guards have inspected them. They 
can send things out, with permis- 
sion. One recently mailed his dog 
two chicken bones. 


BULGARIA DECIDES TO CANCEL 
PAYMENT OF FOREIGN DEBT 


League of Nations Representative 
Leaves Sofia as Protest 
Against Cabinet’s Action. 


| By the Associated Press. 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Nov. 16.—Bul- 
garia has decided to cancel pay- 
ment on its foreign debt and ask 
creditors to make a study of her 
financial position. 

The decision was announced by 
Premier Kimon Georgieff after a 
lengthy session of the Cabinet yes- 
terday. A few hours later repre- 
sentative Chaysson of the League 
of Nations left Sofia as a protest 
against the action. 

Bulgaria’s consolidated foreign 
debt in 1930 totaled $148,424,375, of 


which $32,319,622 was owed in rep- 
arations payments. The uncon- 
solidated foreign debt at that time 
was approximately $21,000,000. 

In 1932 the country declared a 
moratorium on half its foreign 
debts. A spokesman said more 
than one-fourth of the annual 
budget went to pay reparations and 

post-war and pre-war dqabets. 


URGENCY COURTS LEGALIZED 


Cuban Cabinet Acts to Forestall 
Attempt to Outlaw Them.

HAVANA, Nov. 16.—The Cuban 
Cabinet yesterday amended the 
Constitution to give legal status to 
the urgency courts, forme«a to deal 


with terroristic activities. 

The action was designed to fore- 
stall any attempt by the Supreme 
Court to outlaw the courts. Sev- 
eral urgency courts previously es- 
tablished were ruled illegal by the 
Supreme Court several weeks ago. 


Murder Trial Jury Fails to Agree, 
By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Nov. 16.—For the sec- 
ond time within a few months, a 
jury: yestegday was unable to agree 
in the trial of Alvin Meyer, former 
department store executive accused 
of murder for the killing of Nor- 
man V. Beerbohm, his wife's admir- 
er and was dismissed. Meyer, who 
had been connected with stores in 
Kansas City, Milwaukee and Toledo, 
pleaded that he was temporarily in- 
sane from worry over his wife's af- 
fairs with other men and from ex- 
cessive use of sedatives when he 
stabbed Beerbohm, advertising 
man, last May 19.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


SERUM BEING TESTED 


25 Children Vaccinated, De- 
velop Immunity Against 
Disease. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Immuni- 
zation of children against infantile 
paralysis is believed by Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Park of the New York De- 
partment of Health to have been 
made possible by a vaccine devel- 
oped from monkeys. 

Dr. Park, director of the de 
ment’s research laboratories, an- 
nounced yesterday that 25 children 
vaccinated with the serum had ‘de- 
veloped immunity against the dis- 
ease. He believes the immunity will 
be permanent. 

Dr. Park and Dr. Maurice Brodie 
of New York University announced 
two months ago they had success- 
fully immunized monkeys against 


infantile paralysis. They tried the 
serum on themselves, Dr. Park 
said, al got immunity. Six weeks 
ago, they vaccinated the children. 

This group of children will be 
tested again at the end of six 
months and at the end of a year. 
In the meantime, the doctors are 
administering the serum to children 
as fast as it can be produced. 

The serum is taken from the 
spine of a monkey that has been 
inoculated with the virus of in- 
fantile paralysis. The spinal cord 
is ground up in a solution of for- 
malin, Dr. Park said, and injected 
into the body. This sets up anti- 
bodies in the blood stream, thus 
providing immunity. Enough se- 
rum is developed from one monkey 
for 12 vaccinations. 


Dr. Park said that in order to 
produce the vaccine in sufficient 
quantities, a method was being 


considered whereby monkeys 
would be inoculated in India, killed 
there and their spinal cords chipped 
to this country for the preparation 
of the serum. 

In announcing the results of the 
vaccinations, Dr. Park said thc-t 
pioneer work in developing vaccine 
against infantile paralysis had been 
contributed by Dr. John A. Kolmer 
of Philadelphia and a Dr. Kramer 
of Brooklyn.

To Cost More Than $75,000 


Bills All Go to King But Par- 
liament Probably Will Make 
Grant to Help Him Pay 
Them. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—The cost of 
the wedding of Prince George and 
Princess Marina is expected to be 
more than $75,000. 

The largest expense will be for 
entertainment of foreign royalty or 
its representatives. The King and 
Queen of Norway and ‘six other 


Palace. The cost of entertaining 
a ruling monarch and his consort 
at the palace was estimated in pre- 
war days to be $750 a day at the 
present exchange. The cost is cer- 
tain to be double that figure now. 
The expense of King George, there- 
fore, of entertaining eight royalties 
at the palace for about three. days 
will be not less than $6000 a day, 
or $18,000 for three days. 

The King and Queen of Norway 
will occupy the famous suite of 
rooms which never have been occu- 
pied by any persons other than the 
reigning monarch or the _ ruling 
head of a nation. President Wil- 
son and Mrs. Wilson occupied this 
suite when they visited King 
George and Queen Mary after the 
war. 

Hotel Bills $15,000. 


Representatives of rulers attend- 
ing the wedding will stop at West 
End hotels as guests of King 
George, and the bills for their en- 
tertainment will be sent to him. 
These bills, which will cover three 
days at least, will be not less than 
$15,000 and probably higher. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury 
will receive $5000 and each of the 
six officiating clergy $500. The 
service will be fully choral. The 
28 members of the choir will receive 
$125 each, and the organist will re- 
ceive $525. 

The full staff of more than 30 
Abbey attendants each will receive 
$25. The cost of elaborate floral 
decorations in the Abbey probably 
will amount to $7500. 

A heavy item will be the cost of 
protecting visiting royalty. This 
will be done by the special branch 
at Scotland Yard in charge of this 
particular work. At least 300 spe- 
cial men will be withdrawn from 
work in the provinces and brought 
to London. The cost will be at 
least $10,000. 

Each of the eight bridesmaids 
will receive a piece of jewelry from 
Prince George, each piece costing 
certainly not less than $75. Every 
servant at Buckingham Palace will 
receive $25 in cash on the wedding 
day. That will total $5000. 

$2500 Wedding Cake. 

The cost of the wedding cake 
has been variously estimated at 
$2500 to $4000. Semi-officially it is 
estimated that the wedding break- 
fast will have 70 guests. It is more 
probable that there will be 100, and

Other resolutions asked that 
total abstinence be required of aire 
plane pilots, train operators and 
motorists, that State laws permit.

man of the Traffic Commission. The 
drivers’ license bill, sponsored by 
the Automobile Club, passed the 
House in the last Legislature but 
died in the Senate. 

Too Many Stops, Mayor Says. 

ayor Dickmann, in a discussion 
of ‘the traffic situation, told the 
commission there were too many 
“stop” signs on the streets. There 
were so many of these signs, many 
of them erected at the request of 
neighborhood residents, that motor- 
ists were disregarding them, the 
Mayor declared. Lambert asserted 
that care should be used in elim- 
inating any traffic stops, “because 
the pedestrian doesn’t have much 
chance.” He urged strenuous ef- 
forts to get motorists to decrease 
speed at street intersections.

Leni MUSIC PRESENTED 
AT ETHICAL SOCIETY CONCERT 


Program Well Received by Audi- 
ence at First Chamber 
Event. 

The fifth series of Ethical Society 
Chamber Music Concerts at Shel- 
don Memorial got off to a good 
start last night with a program of 
Russian music. It was well attend- 
ed and well received, for without 
any especial pretentions to bril- 
liance, the artists gave a pleasant 
and competent performance and 
most of their music was decidedly 
worth hearing. 

Granting that any such method 
of program selection as this nation- 
alistic (stamp  collector’s) kind 
starts off with a natural handicap, 
it must be admitted that the in- 
strumental music was well chosen. 
The Max Steindel Ensemble led off 
with a performance of Borodine’s 
interesting D-Major String Quar- 
tet; Bernard Ferguson, baritone, 
sang some songs by Moussorgsky 
and Rachmaninoff; the ensemble 
brought the concert to its culmina- 
tion with Anton Arensky’s D-Ma- 
jor Piano Quintet, the least Rus- 
sian and the most successful part 
of the program. 

It was obviously owing to Mrs. 
David Kriegshaber’s piano part in 
the quintet that this number so far 
transcendéd everything else in the 
concert. he handled her instru- 
ment with a facility one has come 
to take, for granted in her playing. 
But beyond that, she infused into 
the ensemble a verve, an integrity, 
a smooth shading and a kinetic 
strength which seemed to knit Mr. 
Steindel’s workmanship into a com- 
pact whole. In the Borodine quar- 
tete these qualities of tight unity 
and creative interpretation were 
absent, even though the more spir- 
ited passages weer correctly repro- 
duced and played with technical 
skill and understanding. Mr. Stein- 
del’s performance as cellist was 
superior throughout and his work 
as leader was above the average. 
But it was Mrs. Kriegshaber’s mel- 
low, energetic influence that 
brought the last part of the concert 
out of the realm of adequacy into 
that of art. And while the Arensky 
piece is not of engrossing interest, 
her influence made it into surpass- 
ingly fine music and brought out 
every attractive quality in the com- 
position. 

Mr. Ferguson’s songs were slight, 
pleasant, unexciting.

Twice the Size of the Graf 


LZ-129, to Be Finished Next Year, Will Use 
Helium Gas and Provide Berths for 
50 Passengers. 


(Copyright, 1934.) 
BERLIN, Nev. 16.—A new type 


of airship now under construction 
at the Zeppelin Co.’s 
Friedrichshafen will be finished in 


LZ-129, will differ in shape from 


fore and is to be lifted by non-com- 
bustible helium gas. 

The new ship will contain 25 
bedrooms, with berths for 50 pas- 
sengers, while the “Graf Zeppelin” 
can house only 24. The craft’s 
maximum speed will be about 85 
miles an hour. 

The LZ-129 will be the first air- 
ship to be driven by crude oil mo- 
tors at a maximum of 5000 horse- 
power altogether. It is equipped 
with four Diesel machines installed 
in gondolas suspended by ropes 
and props outside the ship’s body. 
The gondola is accessible by spe- 
cial entrances from the _ ship’s 
hull. 

The LZ-129 is nearly twice as big 
as the Graf Zeppelin, and somewhat 
exceeds in size the American “Ma- 
con.” The hull is stream-lined. It 
is 806 feet long, while its widest 
diameter is 133 feet, a less slender

The hull is constructe with ver- 
tical sprung mainstays, unsprung 
auxiliary stays'and frames fixed 
between the mainstays. The ma- 
terial from which the framework 
is built is specially strong dura- 
luminum, and high-grade steel wires 
have been used for stays. 

After the fabric is stretched over 
the framework it will be covered 
with a five-fold coating of cellu- 
lose varnish containing 3 per cent 
of aluminum pigment to make it 
weatherproof. Exposed aluminum 
parts will be coated with >trans- 
parent blue varnish to protect them 
against oxydization. Fuel gas will 
be stored: in 16 gas chambers, all 
of which are independent of each 
other. They are equipped with 
safety valves. 

The passengers’ rooms are locat- 
ed amidships. 

With the danger of combustibil- 
ity being removed by using, helium 
gas, a smoking room is provided 
for passengers. The rooms are ar- 
ranged on two decks, one above the 
other. The upper deck contains 
bedrooms, a big dining room, writ- 
ing and reading room, as well as 
lobbies. 


BUUK ON MACHINE AND 
MAN BARRED FROM CLL 


Director Holds It Is Too Pessi- 
mistic for Study by 
Youth. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Rob- 
ert Fechner, director of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps, has barred a 


booklet preparea at tne request of 
the Office of Education and 
financed by a Rockefeller Founda- 
tion for distribution in CCC camps 
scattered throughout the country. 
“You and Machines” is the title 
of the rejected pamphlet written by 
Dr. William F. Ogburn of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. It declared ma- 
chines had lifted huge burdens 
from mankind, but threatened also 
to enslave the Government, the fam- 
ily and the church. 
“The machine seems to be their 
master,” the booklet asserted. “It 
cracks the whip; they are its slaves. 
The machine is forcing our institu- 
tions to change; but always they 
lag behind.” 

No More “Good Old Days.” 
It said conservatives want to 
bring back “the good old days,” 
and added: “But we Know that sort 
of thing is foolish. We can’t bring 
back the good old days, no matter 
how much the old men want them. 
For the machine is forever chang- 
ing things. Some of the conserva- 
tive old men try to pass laws to 
stop change. One might as well 
brush back the tides with a broom. 
Passing laws will never do it. If 
they want to stop change they will 
have to break up the machines or, 
better still, poison all inventors.” 
Fechner, vice-president of the In- 
ternational Association of Machin- 
ists, in addition to his duties with 
the CCC, told reporters he thought 
the publication was “unsuited” for 
study by the young men under his 
jurisdiction. In official circles it 
was said he thought the pamphlet 
too gloomy. 

Book Defended by Editor. 
Dr. Percy W. Biaweili, professor 
of economics at the University of 


prepared for the CCC, defended the 
55-page book. 

He said the author, Dr. Ogburn, 
a former member of the Consum- 
ers’ Advisory Board at the NRA, 
was a “pillar of society” and a 
man of “tremendous reputation.” 

“There are no flies on Dr. Og- 
burn,” the editor said with a grin. 
“This is the best thing he ever has 
done.” 

Meanwhile, in Chicago, Dr. Og- 
burn said he did not think there 
was anything pessimistic about his 
book, adding it was rather optimis- 
tic, because “my view is very opti- 
mistic regarding the future of our 
country.” 

Nothing Radical, Author Says. 

“There is nothing radical about 
the book,” he said. 

Dr. Bidwell said great precau- 
tions had been taken by a research 
staff to check the facts presented 
in Dr. Ogburn’s booklet and nine 
others being prepared for the CCC. 
Some of the other manuals concern 
monetary problems, the farm prob- 
lem, municipal government and un- 
employment. 

All are being prepared and 
printed with a $40,000 fund supplied 
by the General Education Board of 
New York, a Rockefeller founda- 
tion, at the request of the Office of 
Education. The fund has been ad- 
ministered by the American Coun- 
cil of Education, which holds the 
copyright on the pamphlet which 
aroused the present controversy.

The American note declining the 
League’s invitation to participate in 
the work of the League’s Chaco 
war conciliation committee, now 
meeting here to attempt to find 
some means of bringing the South 
American conflict to an end, was 
delivered to the secretary-general of 
the League by Prentiss B. Gilbert, 
United States consul at Geneva. 

It pointed out that the United 
States had made it clear it -tood 
ready to contribute in any feasible 
way to the efforts of any agency 
engaged in the promotion of peace, 
acting on its independent judgment 
as the exigencies of each individual 
case might require. 

“This policy has been demon- 
strated on a number of occasions in 
the relationship of the United States 
Government to the efforts of vari- 
ous peace agencies which have con- 
cerned themselves with the unfor- 
tunate situation in the Chaco,” the 
note, written by Secretary of State 
Hull, said. 

The American Secretary of State 
in the communication declared 
that in “pursuance with this policy, 
the American Government had a 
friendly attitude toward the League 
committee which has the Chaco 
question before it.

GENEVA, Nov. 16.—If the Saar 


votes Jan. 13 to continue under the 
government of the League of Na- 
tions, that disputed territory will 
pass to the sovereignty of the 
league, the council’s Saar commit- 
tee has ruled. 

A report on the juridical aspects 
of the forthcoming plebiscite, 
drawn up for submission to the 
league council at its session opening 
Nov. 20, will declare that Saarland- 
ers, if they vote to continue under 
the league instead of joining France 
or Germany will change their 
sovereignty, it was understood. 

Meanwhile, league officials’ atten- 
tion was drawn to economic condi- 
tions in the Saar Basin where Col. 
Geoffrey Knox, head of the govern- 
ing commission, reported the situa- 
tion “serious” and the Saarbrueck- 
en Chamber of Commerce asked 
that the Saar-German frontier be 
thrown open from the customs 
standpoint. The Chamber of Com- 
merce asked the removal of cus- 
toms barriers to permit introduc- 


tion of German’ goods and insure 
the equilibrium of trade between 
thetSaar “and the rest of Ger- 
many.”

W Bean” last night, the Little

The action cen- 
ters about the family’s glimpse of 
possible fortune if they can round 
up Bean’s neglected works. Eventu- 
ally it is discovered that Abby, 
maid-of-all-work around the house, 
has first claim, and it is she, the 
artists’s one true benefactor in life, 
who reaps the reward. 

Without any great amount of 
subtlety, the play is more than ade- 
quate entertainment for the aver- 
age audience. Last night’s presen- 
tation was attended by some sput- 
tering over lines, some immobility 
of minor characters, some § stilted 
reading but one or two more per- 
formances ought to erase the marks 
easily. The cast has been able to 
take hold of the play, carries it 
swiftly and to a rousing and mirth- 
ful finish.

NAZIS ISSUE RULES 
FOR BAKING BREAD 


Farmers Directed to Deliver 
Certain Amount .of Grain 
to Government. 


By the Associated Press. 
GOSLAR, Germany, Nov. 16.—To 
the national slogan ”One Reich, One 


People, One Fuehrer” the National 
Nutrition Guild yesterday added 
the words “one bread.” 

Karl Vetter, chief of the guild’s 
grain division, told German farm- 
ers, meeting in their second nation- 
al congress under Nazi auspices, 
that the Government not only has 
fixed the price of bread, but has 


shall be made. 

“Any baker desiring to bake in 
different fashion from the stand- 
ard set must obtain special permis- 
sion,” Vetter said. 

Earlier the congress’ heard 
Mathias Haidn, head of the depart- 


ment for the ideological uplift of 
farmers, attack “political jesuitism” 
and praise the Japanese religion of 
“blood and race” which, he  indi- 
cated, issthoroughly in accord with 
the Nazi concept. 

Uniform Flour Prices. 

How far regimentation of agricul- 
ture under Nazi rule has proceeded 
was apparent / {from Vetter’s ad- 
dress, in which he said that all 
grain speculation had been elimin- 
ated and uniform prices fixed for 
flour. 

An order has been issued to small 
farmers forbidding them to feed 
grain to cattle, he said. 

“Peasants with farms of more 
than five hectares (aprpoximately 
12 acres) have been asked to deliv- 
er a certain amount of grain at a 
fixed price to the Government,” 
Vetter continued. 

“In a lean year like the present 
that may seem like a sacrifice, but 
remember, when a year of plenty 
comes, the Government will look up 
those who gave their produce in 
the lean year and in what quanti- 

es. The Government then will 
take from him (his grain) in the 
same proportion. 

Price of Bread Steady. 

“That we have been able to keep 
the price of ‘bread the same for 
more than a year in the face of 
scarcity is one of the outstanding 
achievements of the Nazi regime.” 

As another achievement Vetter 
mentioned the distribution of appar- 
atus for agricultural production and 
said that service had been cleansed 
of doubtful elements. 

“German agriculture in reality is 
much more free than’ ever,” he 
said. 

The whole policy of price-fixing 
for grains was in effect one of “sta- 
bilizing prices at their minimum 
height,” he asserted, adding that 
“the consumer must have assur- 
ance that he will have enough 
food.” 

Roland Schulze; chief of the 
guild’s press department, defined 
the task of the Nazi agricultural 


press as “educating farmers to 
fulfill all demands the Fuehrer and 
the leader of the nutritive guild 
make upon him.”

Wise Selection Required if 
Poultry Is to Be Young 
and: Tender. 


It’s time to began thinking about 
the Thanksgiving dinner: The 
housewife, for whom the Thanks- 
giving dinner is a truly festive oc- 
casion of guests and good food will 
make her choice for meat early, 
whether it be turkey, goose, duck 
or capon. Poultry is plentiful and, 
what is important to the household- 
er, it is fairly reasonably priced. 

Somehow, turkey and Thanksgiv- 
ing are inseparable in most minds 
because the turkey is a _ truly 
American tradition. Then, too, the 
bird has many good eating quali- 
ties to recommend it. Present day 
market systems make the choice 
of the bird as simple as A-B-C. 
Enormous flocks of turkeys are 
raised on special feeds to make 
them fat and plump rather than 
long boned and rangy. Hatching of 
the flocks is timed to bring the 
young birds on the market just at 
holiday time. 

Points for Selection. 

It’s a good plan to know the par- 
ticular points on selecting a 
choice bird so that you may specify 
just exactly the qualities that you 
want. Size is an important item. 
Be gencrous in your allowance for 
everyone will want second helpings 
on such a festive day, and no day 
after Thanksgiving is complete 
without a good bit of cold 
turkey to nibble off the bones. The 
least allowance should be a pound 
of dressed turkey for every person 
to be served. For the average fam- 
ily group of six or eight a nine- 
pound turkey would be the small- 
est desirable purchase, a 10 or 12 
pound bird for the groups of eight 
to ten. For a_ good old-fashioned 
Thanksgiving size table of 12 or 
15, you’d better purchase a 15 to 18- 
pound bird. , 

The most important point of se- 
lection is age. A young bird will 
roast done more easily and in much 
less time than an old one. The best 
test of age is the condition of the 
breast bone. On a young turkey 
the end of the breast bone will be 
flexible, while an old one will have 
a bony breast bone. The feet, too, 
show age. Smooth, even colored 
feet, either black or yellow, usually 
proclaim a young bird. Young tur- 
keys are apt to have a good many 
pin feathers, too, but it’s less diffi- 
cult to pick pin feathers than to 
successfully roast an old bird. 

Hens Good Buy. 

Then the flesh and skin must be 

smooth and fresh in color, showing 


oe | some creamy or yellow layers of fat 
oe — the surface. 


Hens will be 
rather short and plump, while toms 
may have slightly longer carcasses. 
Either hens or toms make excellent 
buys, providing they are voung. 
Hens are inclined to have consider- 
able body fat both inside and out, 
while capons will have larger bodies 
and more meat in proportion to 
weight purchased. A good capon 
will easily weigh as much as a small 
turkey and has more of the flavor 
of chicken for those whose prefer- 
ence is for the milder fowl. 

The butcher should know just 
when you'll want your purchase de- 
livered, so that he may have it 
ready for you at the specified time. 
He will welcome your early deci- 
sion during the rush time. Before 
you have the bird delivered, have 
the butcher cut off the neck close 
to the body, but leave the neck skin 
intact, so that the cavity may be 
stuffed plump and full. He will re- 
move the tough leg tendons for you, 
too, when he removes the feet, if 
you merely ask for this service. 
Tendons are very hard to remove 
after the feet are severed and make 
the legs less palatable if left in. 

Last, but not least, be sure to ask 
for the neck and the giblets, for 
they will be needed in the dressing 
and the gravy. And now that the 
turkey is ordered, you can look 


forward to a dinner over which the|, 


family will give thanks, indeed.

More Inviting and Brings Out 
Natural Flavors. | 


It is tremendously important for 
us to know what kinds of food we 
need. Our health depends upon it. 
But it is doubtful whether all the 
teaching in the world on that point 
would keep us on a good diet if we 
couldn’t enjoy the food, Eating as 
a duty is hard work. In fact, it 
isn’t often done! 

To make plain, simple foods in- 
viting is the task, says the Bureau 
of Home Economics of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture—doubly 
the task when the family pocket- 
book limits the choice. of foods 
themselves. Once the necessary 
food values are provided, flavor is 
the thing the housewife has to think 
of if she is to satisfy the family. 
That means making the most of the 
natural flavor in each food, of 
course, and skillful “touching up” 
with added seasonings; for present 
purposes, the cheapest seasonings 
we can find. ° 
Salt, pepper, salt pork, meat-drip- 
pings, onions, garlic, vinegar, sugar 
—those are our cheapest seasonings 
for meats and vegetables. The 
trick is to make the most of them, 
as well as of the natural flavors in 
the food. Salt we take for granted, 
but there are points to notice by 
the way. A certain amount of salt 
is necessary to the human body, as 
everybody knows. Cattle and horses 
and sheep, in the pasture, must 
have a salt lick somewhere, because 
they are vegetarians, and do not 
get enough salt in the foods they 
eat. The carnivorous animals get 
the salt they need in the flesh of 
their prey. Meat-eating humans get 
salt in the tissues of the meat, so 
they need to add less salt to their 
food than do vegetarians. 


Salt Essential. 


There are so many ways in which 
salt enters our diet, however, that 
we rarely need to think about hav- 
ing or not having enough. Some 
people, in fact, need to be cautioned 
against using too much.

Bacon Drippings Good. 


You treasure bacon drippings, of 
course. And keep them in a jar, in 
a refrigerator or the next coolest 
| place you have, else they will turn 
rancid very soon. They have the 
salty, smoked flavor that makes 
|them a choice seasoning for greens 
|or beans, or cabbage, and a good 
| fat for browning potato cakes, fry- 
‘ing sliced cooked potatoes, mush, 
liver, some kinds of fish, rice frit- 
'ters, or even sliced apples. Ham 
|fat, or fat from the cured picnic 
|shoulder, has just as fine a flavor 
|as the bacon for seasoning or for 
gravy. Drippings from beef roasts, 
if you do not use them all to make 
'brown gravy, make good shorten- 
'ing for the famous Yorkshire pud- 
ding that goes with British roast 
beef. It is best, by the way, to 
keep the different kinds of meat 
drippings in separate jars—that is, 
pork in one jar, beef in another, 
always in a cool place. 
Sugar, like salt, can be used 
merely to develop flavor. A _ little 
sugar in tomatoes, with the salt, is 
pleasing. to many people. And when 
summer-comes again, it will be well 
to remember that a little sugar in

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MINCE MEAT USED 
IN FALL DESSERTS 


Once Frowned Upon by Quak- 
ers but Now Enjoyed With- 
out Qualms of Conscience. 


Mince meat pie, the dessert with- 
out which no holiday dinner is com- 
plete, has not always enjoyed a 
spotless reputation. Our Quaker 
ancestors frowned their disapproval 
on this luscious sweetmeat calling 
it “an hodge-podge of superstition 
and a wicked manifestation of the 
devil and all his works.” Tracts 
were written advising the devout 
to “preach down superstitious minc’d 
pyes.” The objections, never quite 
clear, were undoubtedly based on a 
prejudice against the rare spices 
from the Orient, a symbol of high 
living from afar. 

Despite all warnings, mince meat 
pies continued as a popular holiday 
dessert. Housewives in their spot- 
less kitchens quietly went on mak- 
ing mince pies and men went on 
eating them with a great deal of 
siient approval. Today we can en- 
joy mince meat without qualms) of 
conscience. Ready prepared mince 
meat is available and delicious fall 
desserts can be prepared easily and 
in delightful new ways. Here are 
some variations which can be pre- 
pared easily and will meet with your 
family’s appreciation. 

Mince Meat Blackberry Pie. 

Drain juice from one No. 2 can 
blackberries. Mix berries with one 
pound tin or jar mince meat and 
place in an unbaked pastry shell, 
the bottom of which has. been 
spread with melted butter to pre- 
vent soaking. Cover over with pas- 
try and bake in a hot oven (450 
degrees F.) for 15 minutes, reduce 
temperature to slow (325 degrees 
F.) and continue baking for about 
20 minutes or until pie is nicely 
browned. Serve with blackberry 
sauce. 

Blackberry Sauce. 

Blend one tablespoon sugar with 
one tablespoon cornstarch. Add one 
cup blackberry juice (drained from 
berries), and cook until smooth, 
stirring constantly. When _§ thick, 
add one tablespoon butter, a pinch 
of salt and the juice of half a lem- 
on. Serve hot over the warm mince 
meat blackberry pie. 

Cereal Pudding. 

Combine and mix thoroughly two 
cups wheat cereal (left-over or 
freshly cooked), two tablespoons 
melted butter, three-fourths cup 
milk, two-thirds cup mince meat, 
one teaspoon cinnamon and four 
tablespoons brown sugar. Pour into 
buttered baking dish and sprinkle 
vop with a mixture of brown sugar 
and cinnamon. Bake in a moder- 
ate oven (350 degrees F.) for about 
40 minutes. 

Mince Meat Betty. 

Peel and slice four large apples. 
Add one-third cup sugar to one 
cup water, then add apples and 
cook until tender. Crush one dozen 
vanilla wafers and sprinkle one- 
third of the crumbs over bottom 
of buttered, shallow baking dish. 
Cover with a layer of apple. Dot 
one-half cup mince meat and four 
marshmallows, cut in smal] pieces, 
over apples. Repeat each layer, 
having a layer of crumbs on top. 
Pour juice from apples (one-half 
cup) around sides and bake in hot 
oven (400 degrees F.) for 20 min- 
utes. Just before serving, cover 
top with mrashmallows and brown 
quickly. Serve hot. 

Mince Meat Cream Filling. 

Mix three-fourths cup sugar with 
two tablespoons cornstarch. Add 
one cup milk, two slightly beaten 
eggs, one tablespoon butter and 
one-eighth teaspoon salt. Cook 
over boiling water until thick, then 
add one-half cup mince meat and 
cook for a minute or two longer. 
Cool and add one-half teaspoon 
vanilla. Spread between and on top 
of layer spice cake. Sprinkle with 
coconut. Cut into squares and 
serve. Serves nine. 

Mince Meat Drop Cookies. 

Cream one-half cup butter, add 
one cup sugar gradually, and cream 
together. Add two eggs, and beat 
until fluffy after the addition of 
each. Add one pound tin or jar 
mince meat. Sift two and one-half 
cups flour (sifted once before meas- 
uring) with four teaspoons baking 
powder and one-half teaspoon salt, 
and fold into mince meat mixture. 
Drop by teaspoonfuls on a greased 
cooky sheet and bake in a hot oven 
(400 degrees F.) for 15 minutes. 
This makes five dozen cookies. 


STUFFED AND BAKED 
SALMON EXCELLENT 


|COLD WEATHER DISH 


Many housewives overlook the 
fact that salmon, the well-known 
summer food, makes a splendid cold 
weather dish. It fills all the sea- 
sonal requirements for mineral, 
protein and iodine content and, 
served hot, marks a_ delightful 
change from every day foods. 

Here is a recipe that is just a 
little different and is exceptionally 
good. 

Baked Stuffed Salmon. 

Drain a can of salmon and mix 
with one-half cup cracker crumbs, 
one egg unbeaten. Stuffing: Cook 
two tablespoons finely chopped 
onion in one cup boiling water 15 
minutes. Add one-half teaspoon 
each of salt, celery salt, paprika. 
Also drained liquor of the salmon. 
Pour this over two slices of stale 
white bread and two tablespoons 
corn meal. Cool. Beat well. Pour 
half salmon mixture into greased 
pan—shaping it like a fish. Pile 
stuffing on this (thicker in center), 
shape the other half of salmon mix- 
ture and place on top of stuffing. 
Strip with bacon. Cook in moderate 
oven until browned. Garnish on hot 
platter, serve with tomato sauce. 


RICE NOT ALWAYS 


PREPARED lah 


Plenty of Water for Boiling 


and Careful Rinsing 
Necessary. 


“Why is it that every time I cook 


rice it is sticky instead of separat- 


ing in grains?” asks a bride. 


“Probably because it is not boiled 


in enough water and then not 
properly rinsed.” 

Getting rice just right is well 
worth studying for it may be used 
as the foundation for so many 
dishes, as well as served for break- 
fast cereal or a substitute for pota- 
toes at dinner. 

Rice combined with

meat is good; baked with cheese 
and tomatoes it makes a Friday 
dish, and rice rings filled either 
with vegetables, fish or chopped 
meat are other suggestions. 

Rice may be used also in pud- 


: dings and croquettes and even ap- 


pears in frozen desserts, too. 
Flaky, cold, boiled rice is de- 
licious in salads with fish or veg- 
etables and may even be added to 
gelatine vegetable salads with suc- 
cess. It combines well with sal- 
mon, tuna fish, crab or lobster 
flakes, and with corn, lima beans, 
peas, carrots, beets or celery. 


Correct Way to Boil. 

One cup rice. 

Two quarts boiling water. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

Look rice over to remove any 
foreign materials, wash in_ hot 
water using about three waters and 
drain. Add washed rice gradually 
to rapidly boiling salted water so 
boiling does not stop. Then reduce 
heat to gentle boiling, and cook 
uncovered until rice grains are ten- 
der. Drain at once, and rinse by 
pouring hot water through rice on 
a colander or sieve to remove loose 
starch and separate the grains. 
Drain. The rice should be well- 
cooked but whole and free from 
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stickiness. 

Reheat rice for serving by steam- 
ing it in a colander or sieve over 
boiling water, steaming only long 
enough to heat through. Rice for 
two days’ servings can be boiled at 
one time and easily reheated in 
this manner when needed. 

Fried Rice. 

Put cooked rice (boiled as di- 
rected) in a pan, with a tablespoon 
or two of fat. Stir frequently un- 
til lightly browned. Add chopped 
onion, celery, bean sprouts, chopped 
meat, as desire 

Rice Ring. 

After rice is cooked and rinsed, 
season with a little tobasco sauce 
and put rice in a well buttered ring 
mold and pat it down. Reheat in 
the oven, then -ur: on a platter. 
Fill center with chopped meat 
cooked with tomaioes and jumbo 
or any other filling desired. 


Rice Croquettes. 
One-ualf cup rice. 
One-half cup boiling water. 
One-third teaspoon salt. 
One cup milk. 
One inch stick cinnamon. 
One tablespoon butter. 
Two egg yolks. 
One tablespoon sugar.

MAY BE JOLLY AFFAI 


Guests Can Join in Preparation 
of Savory Dishes That 
Are Easily Prepared. 


Informal Sunday night suppers 
are a very pleasant way of enter- 
taining and can be made jolly af- 
fairs if you make them so very in- 
formal that your guests join in the 
preparation. Never mind if your 
kitchen is small, try to see that 
tasks are provided for those who 
want them, have aprons for every- 
one, and “turn ’em_ loose.” Of 
course, dishes that can be quickly 
| prepared are the order of the day, 
and the use of partly cooked or 
canned foods is recommended, Each 

of the recipes given here will serve 
six; if larger quantities are desired, 
just increase the proportions. 

Sardine Toast. 

Sardine toast is a favorite on & 
cold night. Drain the oil from two 
cans of small sardines. Make six 
slices of toast, trim off the crust 
and place the toast on hot plates. 
Put four tablespoons of the oil from 
the sardines in a frying pan and 
heat it. Add the sardines and cook 
slowly until very hot, shaking the 
pan gently to avoid scorching them. 
When hot, remove from the fire 
and divide between the six pieces 
of toast. Add two tablespoons lem- 
on juice to the oil in the pan and 
pour over the sardines. Sprinkle 
with minced parsley and serve at 
once with “special salad,” bread- 
sticks, and a gelatine dessert or ice- 
box cake, 

Special Salad. 

Have all ingredients, salad bowl 
and plates chilled. Rub the salad 
bowl with a cut clove of garlic. 
Slice a firm head of lettuce into the 
salad bowl, then slice in one-quar- 
ter pound crisp French endive, and 
a small bunch of watercress. Next 
sprinkle over the salad three firm 
tomatoes cut in small chunks. 
Mash one-eighth Roquefort cheese 
with a silver fork and gradually 
work in one-half cup salad oil, three 
tablespoons sharp vinegar, one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper, one-half 
teaspoon _ salt, one tablespoon 
chopped capers and 12 small stuffed 
Olives cut in slices. Beat to a 
smooth mixture and pour over the 
salad. Toss with a fork and spoon 
just before serving. Do not add the 
dressing until almost ready to serve 
the salad. This is particularly de- 
licious and flavorsome. 

Eggs and Sausage Crisps. 

Scrambled eggs and sausage 
crisps are another favorite dish. 

Use one pound sausage meat for 
this. Shape it into small, round, 
flat cakes and fry until crisp and 
brown in a hot frying pan. No fat 
is needed, as the sausage meat con-

constantly over a slow fire until 
thickened and creamy. Serve on hot

Vegetables, Fruit and Milk Must 
Be Adequate to Keep Family 
in Good Health. 


In meal planning it is of course 
necessary to see that adequate nu- 
trition is »rovided, but also good 
variety in the kinds of food and 
flavor combination must be consid- 
ered. All of the elements that go 
to build up and maintain good 
health must be present; bodily re- 
sistance to the winter epidemic of 


colds must be built up by the right 
diet, by rest, exercise and fresh air. 
There is need for an abundant 
amount of fruits, vegetables and 
milk in the winter months as well 
as in the summer diet. 
You will find it is a big help in 
planning any meals to go over the 
suggested menus and list the vari- 
ous types of foods used. These you 
will find group themselves into 
meat, fish, dairy products, fruits, 
vezetables, cereals, sweets, and fats. 
There may be a few foods that you 
will find difficulty in classifying, so 
yo might have one group of mis- 
cellaneous foods. By listing them 
in this way, you can readily deter- 
mine whether more will be required 
of any one class to provide the 
necessary quantity and you can also 
check very easily on variety and 
prices. 
Fruit in List. 

The fruit list for this week is 
made up of oranges, grape fruit, 
apples, crushed canned pineapple, 
lemons, prunes, dates, cranberries, 
grape juice, bananas and winter 
pears. On first thought this may 
seem like a rather large order, but 
you must remember that fruit is 
one of the essential foods to supply 
minerals and vitamins and is most 
useful in building resistance to dis- 
ease. The varieties of fruit we have 
named are at their best and cheap- 
est now. 
Vegetables used this week include 
sweet and white potatoes, broccoli, 
celery, tomato. juice, canned peas, 
lettuce, a small can sliced or diced 
beets, white or yellow turnips, a 
small firm head of cabbage for 
slaw, a bunch of carrots for salad, 
spinach, canned corn, string beans, 
endive and one-half pound mush- 
rooms. 
So on down the list—meat, fish, 
butter, eggs, etc. By going over 
the whole weekly menus in this 
manner you will find it easier to 
plan your marketing, and because 
you can buy several days’ supply 
at one time, you will save time, 
effort and money. 

Leftovers for Lunch. 
Monday’s lunch suggestion of hot, 
pork sandwiches made from left‘ 
over Surday roast, provides a 
hearty and appetizing meal. Slice 
the meat thin, put between slices 
of lightly buttered white bread, 
toast quickly and pour piping hot 
gravy over them. Serve on hot 
plates and garnish with a liberal 
spoonful of currant, cranberry or 
plum jelly. If there is any celery 
left from Sunday, serve it crisp and 
cold with these sandwiches. The 
roast of pork for Sunday may ‘e a 
loin, a boned shoulder, or half a 
fresh ham. 
Lamb cutlets cut from the leg, 
or the round bone. shoulder chops 
are best for cooking en casserole. 
They should be cut about half an 
inch thick and cooked slowly in a 
covered casserole after first brown- 
ing them quickly in a little fat. 
Tiny onions or mushrooms may be 
added. 
Desserts planned for the week 
are varied and rather substantial 
in character to “go with” the cold- 
er weather. Fruit combinations are 
mostly ‘used and recipes for a num-

Despite the “no game today” sign that Sam Breadon hung on 
the gate late yesterday after he and Lew Wentz of Ponca City, Ok., 
had conferred regarding the purchase of the Cardinals by the Okla- 
homan, there is ground for the suspicion that negotiations will be re- 
sumed and a more definite decision reached very shortly, 


Neither party to the proposed 
transaction has burned his bridges. 
Wentz is remaining in St. Louis— 
“maybe for a day or two,’ and Brea 
don will be here at least until Monday 
when he intends to start for Florida 
for a 10-day visit. Wentz, bound by 
a promise to Breadon not to discuss 
any phase of the sale negotiations, 
declined even to admit that the deal 
is off. : 

Pians Indefinite. 

“Y don’t know just when I will 
leave town,” he said. “And if, by 
chance, I should happen to bump 
into Sam Breadon during the next 
day or two, I certainly would wel- 
come a conversation with him. We 
might even talk about baseball.” 

Breadon, likewise, left the stage 
open for another act in the drama. 
“No, I didn’t say that negotiations 
can’t be resumed,” he replied to a 
reporter's query. In fact, the only 
thing the Cardinals’ president was 
certain about was that “negotia- 
tions for the sale of the club are 
dropped, for an indefinite period.” 

In his informal chats with news- 
paper men during the past 24 hours, 
Wentz has not said anything that 
would justify the assumption that 
Breadon’s price for his Cardinal 
stock is sufficiently high to block 
the deal. For an hour or more af- 


‘ter the announcement of a suspen- 


sion of negotiations, the Oklahoman 
conversed with reporters, chiefly 
on the topic of baseball as it ap- 
plies to St. Louis. He made no ap- 
parent effort to disguise his admir- 
ation for the St. Louis National 
League team and its far-flung af- 
filiations. 

“If this deal falls through com- 
pletely, will you make an effort to 
purchase another baseball club?” he 
was asked. 

No Other Interest. 

“No. I'm not interested in any 
other ball club,” Wentz answered. 
He added, then, that he had re- 
ceived a phone call from a person 
he declined to name in which he 
was urged to turn his attention 
from the Cardinals to another club. 

“Buying the Cardinals is one 
thing, buying some other team is 
another,” he explained. “The Car- 
dinals are a champion team. True, 
they haven’t drawn the crowds at 
home that it would seem a cham- 
pion team should, but the fact is 
they are a complete, solid, going 
ball club. A new owner wouldn’t 
have to pour another million on top 
of his purchase money to build up 
the team. There'd be no fun in 
buying a ball club just to spend 
years and money building it up in- 
to a pennant contender.” 

Since neither Wentz nor Breadon 
will admit that the purchase price 
is the cause of their failure to reach 
an agreement, it may be assumed 
that the method of making the pay- 
ment may be a determining factor, 
Still, neither side would affirm or 
deny this. 


Branch Rickey, vice-president of 
the Cardinals and the man who 
brought Breadon and Wentz into 
conference, did not appear greatly 
perturbed when he learned that the 


] 


deal would not be immediately 


closed. 

“My opinion is that there will be 
no sale,” said Rickey. “However, I 
can be made to change my opinion 
in half an hour. Further than that, 
I don’t care to say anything.” 
Rickey had been closeted with 
Wentz for a couple of hours before 
the Oklahoman met Breadon, early 
yesterday afternoon. 

Wentz a “Lone Wolf.” 

Although he several times as- 
sured reporters that he had no as- 
sociates in his contemplated pur- 
chase of the St. Louis club, there 
were at least four members in his 
party stopping at Hotel Jefferson. 
“If I buy I will be doing so strictly 
on my own,” he said. “That’s the 
way I operated in oil. I was a lone 
wolf. Belong to no companies or 
corporations.” 


Wentz told reporters that his for- 
tune “which isn’t anything so pre- 
tentious as people have been led to 
believe, is now almost exclusively 
in oil property royalties.” 
that he had escaped the_ stock 
market crash of 1929 for the sim- 
ple reason that he hadn’t played 
the market. “I’m not a gambler in 
the sense of a bettor,” he added. 
“Never made a bet in my life, so 
far as I can recall, so this rumor 
that I wagered heavily on the Car- 
dinals to win the world series is 
just another rumor.” Incidentally, 
he added that he has never tasted 
strong drink in his life. ‘“How- 
ever, I have no objection to seeing 
others take a drink. In fact I keep 
the stuff on hand at home for the 
enjoyment of my guests.” For the 
same guests he has a 35-acre lake 
stocked with fish, and a 480-acre 
game preserve. But Wentz himself 
has never shot a bird or beast, nor 
has he ever cast a hook and line.

Players Worth a Fortune. 


ERTAINLY the players ought 
4to foot up to a real tidy sum, 
if recent reports as to the price 
paid for Joe -Cronin by the Red 
Sox can be believed. Cronin was 
tagged at somewhere between 
$150,000 and $200,000. On that 
basis Dizzy and Paul Dean alone 
ought to be worth half a million 
dollars. 
Actually, if any baseball club 


Owner were able to muster the 


sum for a player deal, Dizzy and 
Paul would surely bring not less 
than a quarter of a million dollars 
in cash. 

But Dizzy and Paul are far 
from being the only high-priced 
stars on the club, which includes 
such famous men as Frankie 
Frisch, Jimmy Collins, Joe Med- 
wick, Pepper Martin, Leo Duro- 
cher, Bill Hallahan, Bill Walker, 
Bill Delancey, Tex Carleton and 
others. Certainly an estimate of

BY .ITALIAN OFFICIALS 


Greeted Warmly But American Ar- 
mament Pian Gets Cold 
ception. 

ROME, Nov. 16.—Hugh R. Wil- 
son, United States Minister to 
Switzerland and disarmament ex- 


pert, made his first contact as a 
special envoy of President Roose- 
velt, with the Italian Government 
this morning. He seeks to inter- 
est the Italians in an international 
pact for the control of manufac- 
ture and commerce in war materi- 
als. 

He talked to Baron Pompeo Alo- 
isi, the Italian delegate to the 
League of Nations, and to Prince 
Rusboli, the Italian disarmament 
expert. 

He met Fulvio Suvich, under Sec- 
retary for Foreign Affairs, at the 
Foreign Office, but they merely ex- 


changed greetings at that’ time, 
their first real conference was 
scheduled for later. 

An Italian Government spokes- 


man said the American envoy per- 
sonally was received cordially but 
that his project was received coldly. 
The Italian objection to the Ameri- 
can plan was stated in the weekly 
Italian publication of foreign affairs 
published in Rome in which it was 
said: 

“This question, by American ini- 
tiative, was discussed by a com- 
mittee in which Italy did not par- 
ticipate, Great Britain reserved her 
attitude in view of the new charac- 
ter of the proposal and from which 
Germany was absent. 

“From a substantial viewpoint, 
the proposal would have the effect 
of inciting states which do not have 
their own arms manufacturing 
plants to start such plants. The 
speech of Sir John Simon, British 
Foreign Secretary, in the House of 
Commons, Noy. 8 abundantly il- 
lustrates the futility of these at- 
tempts at regulation and control.” 


HOPKINS ASKS BORAH 10 BE 
SPECIFIC ABOUT RELIEF WASTE 


He Declares That So Far Senator 
.Has Given Him Nothing 

to Go On. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Harry 
L. Hopkins, Federal Relief Admin- 
istrator, stated yesterday he was 
still waiting for Senator Borah, 
(Rep.) ‘Idaho, to furnish “specific 
instances” to support charges of 
“shameless waste” in expending 
funds for the needy. 
“So, far he has failed to do so,” 
Hopkins declared at a press confer- 
ence, “although he may give them 
in the future.” 
Hopkins sent. his chief investi- 
gator, Dallas Dort, to see Borah and 
promised immediate action if 
Borah would name names. 
“Borah told Dort,” Hopkins said, 
“that he felt money had been wast- 
ed and that he felt some employes 
were not working and that others 
had obtained their jobs through 
political influence. He gave our in- 
vestigator no specific information 
on particular cases in any State. 
The Senator said some nice things 
about me and I said some nice 
things about him. I regard him 
highly but the responsibility for 
relief administration is on me and 
I will welcome any specific infor- 
mation about abuses. 
“Senator Borah has sent me a let- 
ter which contained a copy of an- 
other letter, unsigned, which 
charged that the cost of adminis- 
tering relief in one particular State 
was 75 per cent. The cost is about 
10 per cent, or perhaps eight. I 
think the cost of administration for 
the entire country is around 10 per 
cent.” 


FIVE STATES FILE PROTEST 
AGAINST ARIZONA DEMANDS 


Ask That State Be Denied Water 
Storage Contract It Has 

By the BEE comet 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16—Pro- 
tests against the approval of the 
Arizona water shortage contract 
have been received by the Interior 
Department from California and 
the four states in the upper basin 
of the Colorado River—Colorado, 
Utah, Wyoming and New Mexico. 
Dr. Elwood Mead, Reclamation 
Commissioner, said it was signifi- 
cant that the upper basis states 
had entered a single brief. 

Arizona has asked for a contract 
giving it the privilege of storing 2,- 
800,000 acre-feet of water in the 
Boulder Dam reservoir. The con- 
tract is opposed by other § states 
along the Colorado on the ground 
that Arizona has not signed the 
seven-state compact for division of 
the river’s waters. 

Arizona’s Governor recently 
called out the National Guard to 
halt work on Parker Dam, which

ROMANCE OF PRINCE 
AND HEIRESS ENDED 


Erik of Denmark, Who Re- 
nounced Right to Throne, 
Asks King for Divorce.

COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Nov. 
16.—The romance of Prince Erik, 
who renounced his rights to the 
throne of Denmark to marry a Ca- 
nadian heiress, is ended. 

The couple have petitioned King 
Christian, Erik’s cousin, for per- 
mission to seek a divorce. The Prin- 
cess is the former Lois Frances 
Booth of Ottawa, who inherited a 
lumber fortune, | 

After his marriage in Ottawa -n 
1924, Prince Erik sampled cowboy 
and farm life in Canada and the 
United States but gave it up. A 
farm the couple operated in Cali- 
fornia proved a financial failure. 


For the last few years they had 
been living quietly at the Prince’s 
country estate, They have two chil- 
dren. 

The Princess is now staying with 
her mother at her estate at Bjerby- 
gaard. It was reported they con- 
template leaving shortly for Can- 
ada. 

Under a Danish law of 1665 
Prince Erik’s divorce must be 
granted and sanctioned by the King 
because members of the royal 
house are not responsible to law 
courts. 

The King also must decide 
whether the children will in the 
future live with their father or 
mother. It was generally belived 
that the son, aged 2, and the daugh- 
ter, 8, will be allowed to stay with 
their mother. They do not have 
royal titles or privileges and are 
known as Count Christian Rosen- 
borg and Countess Alexandra Ros- 
enborg. 

Should the mother return to Can- 
ada upon completion of the divorce 
formalities she would cease to have 
freedom from taxes on her. prop- 
erty in this country, and other privi- 
leges. 


OUSTED TEACHER APPEALS 
IN SCHOOL FLAG DISPUTE 


She Takes Her Case to New York 
State Department of Educa- 
tion for Action. 
By the Associated Press, 
SYRACUSE, N. Y., Nov. 16.—Miss 
Esther de Lee, 21 years old, dis- 
missed teacher at the Pompey Hol- 
low School sent an appeal to the 
State Department of Education 
yesterday. She asserted that the 
trustee who discharged her after 
a dispute over the display of the 
American flag used “a trivial inci- 
dent” as a megns of “gratifying 
petty spite.” : 

James M. Armstrong, the trustee, 
served with notice of the appeal 
prepared by D. Francis Searle of 
Rome, Miss de Lee’s attorney, 
conferred with George T. Fug- 
gle, district superintendent who has 
sided with him. He has 10 days 


to answer the petition, and then the 
Department of Education will hold 
a hearing. 

Miss de Lee is seeking to reverse 
the order of dismissal, asserting 
that she “has not been guilty of 
neglect of duty, incapacity to teach, 
or immoral conduct.” 

She said Armstrong took a flag 
to the school after someone stole 
the rope from the school flagpole 
and hung it over an,alcove “where 
it interfered with 
and was in the way.” She substi- 
tuted a smaller one and Armstrong 
in her absence “ordered the small 
flag removed and later himself re- 
moved it.” On Nov. 2 he bought a 
new rope, asked for the_ school 
keys, and inquired if she was going 
to put the flag up in the alcove. 
She told him there was no need, 
since he had a rope and it could 
go back on the pole. On Nov. 5 he 
ordered her to leave, but she con- 
tinued to teach until Nov. 14, when 
Superintendent Fuggle ordered her 
to cease. 

Armstrong, said the appeal, “be- 
came offended because he thought 
his children were slighted at a Hal- 
lowe’en party.”

Meyer had’ gone into an abandoned 
farm house on the farm and that 
St. Clair had begun “kidding” the 
dentist. Suddenly, he said, the 
dentist rushed at him with a 
wrench. 
Previously St. Clair had pleaded 
guilty and had been sentenced to 
death, but he later withdrew his

Award of the contract to Tarlton 
was held up by C. M. Osborn of 
Chicago, State PWA engineer, be- 
cause specifications for pumping 
equipment to be installed in a pump 
station were so narrowly drawn 
that they excluded certain pump 
manufacturers who protested to 
PWA officials. 

Under the agreement reached by 
Kernan a PWA officials, the 
specifications on pumping equip- 
ment will be revised and new bids 
taken. The pumping equipment 
was one of 16 items in the general 
specifications and, in the three bids 
received, was sub-let by the general 
contractors bidding. PWA officials 
will permit Tarlton to proceed with 
general construction work if he 
agrees to new bids on the pumping 
equipment. 

Tarlton’s bid was $2,259,933, about 
3 per cent above the Levee Board 
engineer's estimate. The board, 
after the bids were opened, passed 
a resolution to apply $100,000 addi- 
tional from tax income to the cost 
of the construction, and to award 
the contract to Tarlton. About 
$100,000 of the $2,360,000 is set aside 
for the purchase of land, now in- 
volved in condemnation proceed- 
ings.

| amity you know that within the 

next few weeks a duck dinner is 
inevitable.. And whether the hero 
comes home with that one duck he 
purchased at the poultry mart to 
preserve his ego, or with a bag full 


shot from the blind, you will need 
a good recipe. 

Take your choice from the follow- 
ing: 
DUCK WITH ORANGE JUICE 
BASTING. 

Place a strip of fat salt pork over 
breast of duck and cook in roaster 
without cover in hot oven (450 de- 
grees) until meat begins to brown. 
Reduce heat to moderate oven (350 
degrees) and cook until meat is 
tender, basting every 15 minutes 
with orange juice. Add two tea- 
spoons lemon juice to each cup of 
orange juice used. Amount of juice 
used will vary with size of duck. 
Figure on cooking 20 minutes per 
pound without dressing or longer 
with dressing. 

Or perhaps you’d prefer to use 
a fruit dressing with your duck. 


Here Are Several 


Tasty Methods for 
Preparing Ihe Hunter's Bag 
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FRUIT DRESSING. 

Two oranges. 

Fourteen walnut meats. 

Four canned apricots. 

Four boiled or canned peaches. 

Six stewed prunes. 

Four cups bread crumbs. 

One egg beaten light. 

Separate orange pulp from mem- 
brane and drain fruit. Mix fruit, 
walnut meats and bread crumbs 
lightly with fork. Add egg beaten 
light. Stuff fowl and truss well or 
bake dressing in dripping pan, two 
to three inches deep. 

Port wine used in the following 
recipe adds a festive fillip and im- 
proves the texture of the meat: 


BROILED DUCK WITH WINE 
SAUCE. 

Split ducks for broiling and rub 
with a mixture composed of three 
tablespoons butter, one teaspoon 
salt, pepper to taste, and one table- 
spoon lemon juice. Place under 
broiler breast side up for five min- 
utes. Turn to brown and continue 
turning about every five minutes 
until tender. 
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PORT WINE SAUCE. 
Two tablespoons butter. 
Three tablespoons flour. 
One-half teaspoon onion juice. 


One and one-half cups brown 
stock, well seasoned. 

One teaspoon meat sauce. 

Salt and pepper. 

One-half cup port. 

Slightly brown butter, 
flour and brown. Add onion juice 
and then brown stock. Bring to 
boil and add meat sauce. Then 
add wine and allow to simmer for 
several minutes. Then salt and 
pepper to taste. 

To add a truly luxurious touch to 
your dinner, serve the duck with 
Champagne sauce. 


CHAMPAGNE FLAVORED DUCK. 

Roast duck according to usual 
method with any preferred stuffing. 
In a cup of hot water, melt two ta- 
blespoons of butter, and add one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, pepper to taste 
and stir this mixture into one- 
fourth cup of champagne. 

Baste duck several times with 
mixture during last few minutes of 
roasting. 
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If duck is served several times 
during the season, the menu can be 
varied with a duck stew. 

DUCK STEW, MEXICAN STYLE. 

One good-sized duck. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-eighkth teaspoon pepper. 

One and a half cups onion, finely 
sliced. 

Two cloves garlic. 

Two green peppers. 

One and a half tablespoons flour. 

One-fourth teaspoon ground clove. 

One-half teaspoon chili powder. 

Two cups canned tomatoes. 

Three-fourths cup dry claret or 
sherry. 

One-third cup raisins. 

One-third cup sliced stuffed olives. 

Cut duck in pieces suitable for 
Serving, brown in butter and place 
in deep kettle. Saute onions, garlic, 
which has been minced, and green 
peppers, well shredded, in frying 
pan, and add flour, seasonings and 
tomatoes. Bring to boil and add 
wine and raisins. Pour over duck, 
cover and simmer until duck in 
tender.

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The Lead-Directing Double 
Used Against No- Trump Contracts

HE lead-directing double is 
T use mainly against no-trump 

contracts. It is simple and log- 
ical. If you have bid a suit, your 
partner is commanded to lead that 
suit. Naturally, if he holds six clubs 
headed by the ace-king-queen-jack, 
he might test out the club situa- 
tion before playing your suit, but 
in almost every other instance, he 
is forbidden to go browsing around 
in off suits. If he has bid a suit 
and you double the opponents’ no- 
trump contract, he may assume that 
you are prepared to have him lead 
his suit. In fact, many close doubles 
of three no-trump contracts are 
made because the partner who is 
not on lead holds an honor in his 
partner’s bid suit, and fears that 
the opener may attack some other 
suit because of a tenace holding. 
Naturally, on the following hand, 
three no-trumps by East is a ridicu- 
lous contract, but South will never 
double. North must double because 
he holds the queen of spades and 
the king of diamonds for a re-entry.

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‘Child's Viewpoint 
Of Values Gained 
During Early Life

ARENTS and educators tend to 
P deplore the materialism of the 

young. “They are out for what 
they can get,” is a cry often heard 
among them. 

But the youngsters are the result 
of their training, and if they have 
the ideal of gain, of worldly posses- 
sions held up to them from infancy, 
it is but natural that they come to 
consider it the aim of life. 

In reading much of the children’s 
literature of today one cannot but 
notice how often there appears the 
story of the poor boy who by a 
miracle makes a fortune. True, it 
has been a favorite literary motif 
since the beginning of time, as wit- 
ness the stories of Jacob, Cinder- 
ella, Hansel and Gretel, and a host 
of other popular favorites. 

But the important part of these 
old tales was not the end of the 
story, but the adventures and trials 
which the hero or heroine endured. 

Today the whole plot of the story 
often depends on the rewards— 
material ones, of course — which 
ca to the hero in the end, and 
his*prime effort is not to do brave 
deeds but to get wealth. 

“The years of plenty” had a bad 
effect on the children; some of 
them still dream of a return to ease 
and luxury. In this they are fre- 
quently encouraged by their parents 
who continue to mark time until 
“the depression is over.” 

Meanwhile, many children are 
living through the most impression- 
able years of their lives, fed on 
literature and surrounded by an 
atmosphere where gain and mate 
rial comfort are the subjects of 
dreams and hopes. Small wonder 
that they too come to overestimate 
the value of money and “getting.”

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Tuberculosis 
Treatment in 
Patient s Home 


Climate Makes Little Differ- 
ence; Rest, Fresh Air and 
Food Being Essentials.

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE earliest treatment pre- 

scribed for tuberculosis was 

probably that of the great En- 
glish clinician, Sydenham, who ad- 
vised these people to ride horse- 
back. Today we believe this to be 
far too strenuous, and do not allow 
it until the condition is well under 
control. 
Afterwards the fear of open air 
dictated a form of treatment, ac- 
cording to which these patients 
were kept shut up in _ air-tight 
rooms. This, of course, is exactly 
opposite to the open air theory of 
the treatment of tuberculosis today. 
It was in 1847 that George Boding- 
ton wrote his essay advocating 
clean, fresh air as the best tonic 
for a diseased lung. 
The climatic treatment of tuber- 
culosis was emphasized greatly, the 
favorite climate being a warm 
southern climate such as that of 
Italy or the Southern states of 
America. We feel now that climate 
makes very little difference, the 
patient can be treated in any cli- 
mate. The only advantage in cli- 
mate is that in bracing or clear 
climates there are Mable to be es- 
tablished sanitaria where the regi- 
men necessary to the treatment of 
tuberculosis can be learned. Any- 
one, however, can treat tuberculosis, 
and he has available the best meth- 
ods in his own home, no matter 
what the climate is, provided the 
essentials of rest, fresh air and 
good food are the main elements in 
treatment. Rest is the fundamental 
thing. It should mean rest in bed 
for a period of several months, or 
perhaps a year. 

Sunshine, which is valuable in the 
treatment of tuberculosis of the 
bones and joints, does not have so 
favorable an effect upon the tuber- 
culosis of the lungs, and most phy- 
sicians in sunny climates prefer to 
keep their patients with tuberculo- 
sis out of the sun. 

More and more of late years, sur- 
gical methods of treating the dis- 
eases are coming to the fore. These 
consist in methods of putting the 
affected lung at rest by injecting 
air into the pleural cavity, by para- 
lyzing the diaphragm, sometimes by 
cutting away a portion of the chest 
wall and allowing the wall to col- 
lapse and press the lung in with it. 
Some remarkable results have been 
reported from these procedures. 
We have gone a long way since 
the patient with tuberculosis had to 
fight not only his own disease, but 
public opinion and prejudice, nature 
herself and the ignorance of his 
physicians. 

The public has _ very largely 
learned what the medical profes- 
sion knew long ago—that drugs or 
medicine are of no value in the 
treatment of tuberculosis, except to 
control symptoms. It has been a 
long time since I have heard of 
anyone who was so deluded as to 
try to cure tuberculosis with a 
drug alone. The cold cures and 
turtle serum cures are things of 
the past. Nor are there any serums 
or vaccines which are curative. The 
only possible exception to this is 
the substance known as “tubercu- 
lin,” which is used by some con- 
servative physicians with wide ex- 
perience in treating the disease, but 
they always use other methods of 
treatment along with the tuberculin, 
especially the fundamental methods 
of rest and fresh air and good food.
